2. Report of the Executive 
Committee for 1957-58 ; 


Proposed by Mr. A. Ramiah 
and seconded by Mr. V. Nagiah 
the meeting adopted the report 
on thé working of the Chamber 
for the year 1957-58 as circulated 
among members. 


3. (a) To consider the audited 
statement of accounts and balance 
sheet for 1957-58, the auditor's 
report thereon and the budget 
estimate for 1958-59 : 
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Proposed by Mr. A. Ramiah 
and seconded by Mr. A.F.Byram- 
shaw the audited statement of ac- 
counts, balarfce sheet for 57-58, 
the auditor's report thereon and 
the budget estimate for 1958-59 
were adopted as circulated 
among members. 


(b) Election of the auditor for 
the next year :

He said that the elections were 
un-opposed except in the cate- 
gory of exhibitors for which 7 
members contested for 5 seats. 


The vacancies in the categories 
of Producers & Dealer in the 
Committee will be filled up by 
co-option in the meeting of the 
Committee. | 


5. Elected President's speech: 


Mr. T. R. Sundaram in the 
course of his presidential re- 
marks thanked the members for 
the rare honour conferred on 
him by electing him unopposed 
as the President of the Chamber 
for the third term. He said that 
he had ventured to run for the 
Presidentship this year because 
of the building scheme and ap- 
pealed to everyone to extend 
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his willing co operation for the 
consummation of the scheme on 
hand. 


Referring to the difficulties of 
the Producers in respect of 


»supply of raw stock, he said that 


there is no justifica ion whatso- 
ever for restricting film imports. 
The Chamber has placed all 
the relevant facts before the 
Government for the relaxation 
of the restrictions on imports of 
Raw film. On the other hand 
there has been a disturbing press 
note of late to the effect that the 
stocks imported for six months 
may be asked to be adjusted for 
a period of 9 months ending 
with 31-12-58. This is really 
an alarming news, he said. He 
referred to another difficulty viz., 
allocation of stock as between 
the three production centres in 
India Considering the comitt- 
ments made and the peculiar 
conditions obtaining iu South 
India, he said South India deser- 
ved special consideration than 
other centres He $aid that the 
matier is still engaging the atten- 
tion of the Chamber and hoped 
that better counsels will prevail 
and that the ‘cut’ on raw film 
will be removed ere long. He 
appealed to the technicians to 
make judicious use of the film. 


‘He expressed his sympathies to 


the exhibition trade in respect of 
** electricity cut”. 


Ín conclusion he appealed to 
the members to stand united 
and work for the common well- 
being of che trade here. 


Mr. A. Ramiah, proposed a 
vote of thanks.

The Mysore Film Chamber of Commerce 
Distributors’ & Exhibitors’ Conference in Mysore 


The First Motion Picture 
Distributor? and Exhibitors’ 
Conference of Greater Mysore 
State was held on Thursday the 
3th June 1958 in the premises of 
the Mysore Film Chamber .of 
Commerce under the president- 
ship of Sri Y. V. Sreenivasa- 
murthy, President of the Cham- 
ber. Representatives from vari- 
ous places in the Mofussil such 
as Gadag, Kumta, Chickballa- 
pur, Hubli, Haveri, Gonikoppa, 
"Arsikere, Tumkur, Shimoga, 
Mangalore, Mysore and other 
places attended the Conference. 
The Conference eonsidered the 
following subjects : 


1. MYSORE ENTERTAINMENT 
Tax BILL 1958 


There was a discussion on the 
Government proposal to take 
away 20% to 3594 of the cost 
of tickets towards entertainment 
tax and also additional tax on 
cinematograph shows at rates 
varying from Re. 1 to Rs. 3 for 
eacb cinema show. 


The Secretary stated that the 
object of the bill is to have a 
uniform law on the subject for 
the entire New Mysore State. 
At present there are diferent 
laws for the levy and collection 
of entertainment tax in the inte- 
grated areas of Mysore State. 


The following took part in 
the discussion. Sri B. N. Gupta, 
Sri R. S. Chakravarthi, Sri 
Gangavathi, Sri V. G. Chowti, 
Sri M. S. Siddaveera Setty 
and Sri C. N. Jagannath. After 
detailed discussion, the following 


resolutions were passed by the 
(Conference. 


1 (a) This Conference of 
Exhibitors and Distributors 
draws the attention of the Gov- 
ernment that the rates of Enter-. 
tainment Tax as proposed under 
the Mysore Entertainments Tax 
Dill 1958 will take away a sub- 
stantial portion of the income 
from a picture and would retard 
thé progress of the trade in this 
State and the balance amount 
which has to be divided among 
the three branches of the trade 
namely, producer, distributor 
and exhibitor is hardly sufficient 
to enable the trade to sustain 
itself. This Conference therefore 
appeals to the Government of 
Mysore to reduce the proposed 
rates of Entertainment Tax 
under the Mysore Entertainments 
Tax Bill 1958 and give substan- 
tial relief to the trdde and that 
tickets costing upto 25 pP. be 
totally exempted from this tax. 


(b) This Conference autho- 
rises the Executive Committee 
of the Chamber to appoint a 
Sub.Committee to meet the 
Ministers concerned to present 
the Memorandum and represent. 
the case of the trade in respect 
of this matter and také any 
further steps that may be deem- 
ed necessary and make setile- 
ments and to give directions 
from time to time to the mem- 
bers of the trade. 


(c) This Con ference appeals 
to the Government to deleie the 
Section 3 (2) of the proposed 
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Act in respect of the issue of the 
complimentary tickets by the 
proprietor of a cinema theatre. 


(d) This.Conference appeals 
to the Government that the 
penalty clause under Section 12 
of the proposed Mysore Enter* 
tainments Tax Bill 1958 be 
amended so that the exhibitors 
may have scope of rights .to 
appeal. 


2. SHOW TAX 


2. The Show Tax amounts 
to additional and double tax- 
ation on the cinematograph 
shows The Show Tax has to'be 
paid irrespective of the income. 
The rates varying from Re. | to 
Rs. 3 per show on population 
basis as proposed in the Mysore 
Entertainments Tax Bill 1958 is 
very heavy. Therefore this 
Conference appeals to the Gov- 
ernment for substantial relief. 


3. SELF-REGULATION 


3 (a) This Conference resolves 
that the adoption of any resolu- 
tion relating to Self-Regulation 
be deferred ; 

(b) This Conference earn- 
estly appeals to the members of 
the trade in Greater 6 
State to join the Chamber as 
members without any delay. 

(c) This Conference further 
resolves that arrangements for the 
uninterrupted supply of the films 
be made to the exhibitors of Old 
Bombáy Karnataka Area which 
has now become a part and 
parcel of the New Mysore State, 
if they choose to become mem- 
bers of the Mysote Film Cham- 
ber of Commerce which is a 
accomplished fact‘in as much as 
they have become part of the 
present New Mysore State; it 
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has also become incumbent 8 
them to become members of the 
Mysore Film, Chamber of Com- 
merce and the majority of them 
have already become one in the 
interest of free flow of trade, we 


.are confident that this healthy 


atmosphere will be maintaıned 
and continue to be maintained. 


4. UNIFORM TARIFFS FOR 
° POWER SUPPLY 


4. This Conference resolves 
that the following do form a 
Committee of deputation to 
meet the Special Tariff Com- 
mittee, Mysore State Electricity 
Board to present the memoran- 
dum and, present the case of the 
trade in the matter of uniform 
tariffs for power supply: Sri B. 
N. Gupta, Sri R. S. Chakra- 
varthi, Sri V. G. Chowti, Sri S. 
R. Chinvar, Sri C. N. Jagannath 
and Sri M. Sadananda Rao, 
(Hony. Secretary). 

5. REGROUPING OF CIRCUITS 


5. This Conference appeals 
to the Film Federation of India, 
to take up the issue of regroup- 
ing of circuits immediately in 
view of the reorganisation of the 
States so that some workable 
solution may be arrived at by 
various affiliated Associations of 
the Federation. 

6. TOURING CINEMAS 


6. This Conference appeals 
to the Government :— 

(a) That the disparity in fees 
as between permanent cinemas 
and touring cinemas be rectified 
in respect of inspection of Elec- 
trical Installations by the Elec- 
trical Inspector and put the 
touring cinemas also on the 
same level as the permanent 
cinemas, if not less ; 
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(b) Not to insist on touring 
cinema exhibitors (in Bombay 
Area of New Mysdre State) the 
production of certificates from 
the Public Works Departnfent 
and Health Department (as 
touring cinemas have no build- 
ing and run the shows in the 
tent in open air); 


7. CINEMA REGULATIONS. 

7. This Conference appeals 
to the Government to frame 
without any further delay the 
uniform cinema (Regulation) 
„Act and Rules thereon in con- 
sultation with the trade for 
adoption so that the difficulties 
and hardships of the trade may 
be minimised. 


8. Ocrroı Duty IN BOMBAY 
KARNATAKA AREA 
8. Regarding Octroi Duty in 
Bombay Karnataka Area on 
every print of the film that 
comes within a particular muni- 
cipal limit the Secretary stated 
that representations have been 


made and it was hoped that 


; 


Octroi Duty levied on films 
would be abolished. However, 
it was decided to pursue the 
matter once again. 


9, The following resolutions 


‚given notice of were either not 


moved or withdrawn: — 
(a) Question of dividing the 
Mysore Film Chamber of Com- 


merce into Distributors and 
Exhibitors Associations ; 
(b) Building Fund of the 


Chamber ; 

(c) Membership Subscription 
according to the population of 
the places; 

(di Representation to the 
Touring Cinemas in the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Chamber: 

(e) Question of deduction of 
Distributors 5 
charges for supervising the 
pictures from gross collections 
before the percentage shares are 
divided between the distributor 
and exhibitor. 


With a vote of thanks to the 
Chair, the meeting terminated.

Cinema Operators—Licensing : 


AMENDMENT 


The Government of Madras 
have incorporated the rules 
governing the issue of Compe- 
tency Certificats and licenses to 
cinema operators as part of the 
Madras Cinemas Regulations, 
Rules 1957 and re-issued the 
same under G O. No. 1458 dated 
31-5-58 reproduced here under :- 


G. O. P. No. 1458, Govern- 
ment of Madras (Home Depart- 
ment) dated 31st May, 1958. 


In the Madras Cinemas 
Regulation rules :—(1) for 
sub-rule (1) of rule 11, the 


following sub-rule shall be sub- 
stituted, namely : — 


(1) The enclosure shall be in 
charge of an operator holding a^ 
licence in Form ‘G’ granted 
under and in accordance with 
the regulations in Appendix If 
by the Chief Electrical Inspector 
on the strength of a competency 
certificate in Form ‘H’ issued 
under and in accordance with 
the regulations in Appendix III 
by the Board of Examiners con- 
stituted by the Government. The 
operator shall be present in the 
enclosure during the whole 
period of operation of the 
machine, “(2) for clause (i) of 
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s Notes 








sub-rule (2) of rule 40, the- 
following clause shall be substi- 
tuted, namely : 

(i) a certificate in Form 'D', 
from the Chief Eleetrical Ins- 
pector covering the provisions in 
rule 11 in Part I-A, rules 65, to 
74, 76, 79 in Part IV and rules 
86 to 91 in Part ۰ 


(3) In Form ‘D’ (1) for para- 
graph 2 the following paragraph 
shall be substituted, namely :— 


“2. 1 also certify that the 
rules regarding the fire-fighting 
appliances and fire precaution- 
ary measures in the licensed 
premises and rules 11 in Part I, 
rule 55 in Part IV and rules 80, 
81 aud 91 in Part V have been 
complied with.” 

(ii) Under the heading “Details 
of equipment' after the item fire 
extinguishers first column, the 
following items and the expla- 
natory note may be inserted, 
namely :—

The 
fee may be remitted into any 
Government Treasury or the 
State Bank of India to the credit 
of “XIII. “Other Taxes and 
Duties — B. Receipts from Elec- 
tricity Duties—(a) Fees under 
the Indian Electricity Rules, 1956 
and fees for the Electrical Ins- 
pection of cinemas" and the 
relevant chalan enclosed. The 
Competency Certificate shall 
also be enclosed with the appli- 
cation «for licence for reference 
and return. Two copies of 
photographs 2"x 3" in size

cation and two specimen signa- 
tures of the applicant shall also 
be enclosed. 

2. The Chief Electrical -Ins- 
pector may issue the licences for 
periods not exceeding 3 years.

An application for a duplicate 
licence may “be made by a 
Cinema Operator in case the 
licence is lost, defaced or dam- 
aged stating the circumstances 
under which this was occasioned 


‚and made along with a fee of 


Rs. 4. The fee may be paid into 
a Government Treasury or the 
State Bank of India to the Head, 
"XUI. Other Taxes and Duties 
=B. Receipts from Electricity 
Duties—(a) Fees under the 
Iudian Electricity Rules, 1956 
and fees for the Electrical Ins- 
pection of Cinemas” and the 
relevant chalan enclosed.

4. A candidate who had 
passed the cinema  operator's 
test and had. been awarded the 
competency certificate by the 
Board, but who had not taken 
out a licence from the Chief 
Electrical Inspector within a 
period of three years from the 
date of issue of the competency 
certificate shall not be eligible 
for a cinema operator's licence 
unless he again, appears for and 
secures a pass in the cinema 
operator's examination held by 


the Board. 
5. Renewal of. licence : 
renewal of 


licences shall be made three 
months before the expiry of the 
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licence and shall be made direct 
to the Chief Electrical Inspector 
as in the manner specified in the 
licence, Two copies of the 
photographs taken within a year 
of application together with two 
specimen 
competency certificate sbould be 
enclosed.

Applications received in the 
ofice of the Chief Electrical 
Inspector after the expiry of the 
period of a licence, shall be con- 
sidered as an application for a 
new licence and a fee of Rs. 6 
shall be charged. = 


Applications received late, but 
within the date of expiry, shall 
be considered as belated appli- 
cations, and the penalty of Re. 1 
for a delay of each month or 


part thereof shall be paid into a - 


Government Treasury to the 
credit of the Government and 
the treasury receipt relating to 
the paying ofthe penalty shall 
be furnished to the Chief Elec- 
trical Inspector along with the 
application and treasury receipt 
relating to the renewal of opera- 
tor licence. l 

The licence issued to a candi- 
date who had not renewed his 
licence as required above within 
a period of five years, shall be

6. The Operator shall report 
to the Chief Electrical Inspector 
whenever he proceeds on leave, 
resigns or accepts appointment

8. An: operator's 86 
granted to any person under 
these regulations shall be liable 
to be withdrawn suspended or 
cancelled, if, in the opinion of 
the Chief Electrical Inspector, 
the Operator has not complied 
with these provisions, is found 
incompetent, adopts malprac- 
tices or has impersonated. The 
decision of the Chief Eiectrical 
Inspector shall be final in all 
matters of issue of licences, their 
renewals, suspension or cancel- 
lation. 


Appendix III: Regulations 
for the issue of, competency 
certificates. 


1. Qualification for candi- 
dates: (1) The minimum gene- 
ral educational qualification for 
candidates appearing for the 
examination conducted by the 
Board of Examiners for Cinema 
Operators shall be III Form or 
the VIII Standard Prior to the 
date of appearing for the exami- 
nation, the candidate should 
have served as an apprentice or 
served for a period of not less 
than one year in a Cinema 
Theatre under the supervision of 
a licensed operator. If the candi- 
date is a holder of a degree or 
diploma in Electrical Engineering 
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of a University, or Of a recog- 
nised Institute, he should 
have served, previously to the 
date of appearing for the exami- 
nation as an apprentice for not 
less than six months in a cinema 
theatre under the direct super- 
vision of a licensed operator. 


(ii) The record of such appren- 
ticeship of service shall be 
certified and attested both by the 
licensed operator under whose 
supervision he has worked and 
by the Manager or Proprie- 
tor of the Theatre where he has 
worked for the specified period. 


Registration of Apprentices : 
Candidates for Cinema Opera- 
tors examination and candidates 
for competency certificates shall 
register themselves with the 
Board before commencing their 
prescribed period of apprentice- 
ship in recognised cinema 
theatres. 


A fee of Re. 1 shall be charged 
for registration. Without such 
prior registration, the apprentice- 
ship will not be recognised as 
valid for purposes of examina- 
tion and for the issue of com- 
petency certificates. 


3. i.e. A candidate appear- 
ing for the examination-or apply- 
ing for a competency certificate 
must not be less than 18 years 
of age. 


4. Syllabus: The syllabus 
for the Cinema Operators course 
will be as follows :— 

(i) Working knowledge of 
bioscope machines or Talkies, 
Cinematograph machines and in 
particular, knowledge or the type 
of machine which the candidate 
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is at the time employed in 
operating; 


(ii) knowledge of municipal 
bye-laws and other rules relating 
to cinematograph exhibitions 
and precautions against fire ; 


(iii) knowledge of the most 
speedy.and effective methods of 
dealing with fire ; 


(iv) knowledge of theelements 
of, electric power, direct and 
alternating current, voltage, 
amperage, etc., or in the case of 
mofussil operators, of petrol and 
oil engines; and knowledge of 
the provisions of Indian Electri- 
city Rules and methods of treat- 
ment of persons suffering from 
Electric shock. 


(v) Proficiency in the hand- 
ling, winding, repairing and 
efficient cleaning of films. 


5. Fees: (a) A fee of Rupee 
one shall be paid to the Board 
for the registration of a candi- 
date with the Board for recogni- 
tion of apprenticeship thereafter 
as mentioned in rule 2 above. 
The amount shall be remitted by 
a crossed Postal Order or by 
Money Order in favour of the 
Government Board of Examiners 
for Cinema Operators, Madras-2. 
The name and address of the 
candidate shall be typed or 
legibly written in the coupon of 
the Money Order Form 


(b) A fee of Rupees eight 
(Rupees 8) shall be paid to the 
Board by a candidate applying 
for the operator’s examination. 
This covers also the fees for the 
issue of a competency certificate 
in the case of those who 5 
the examination. 
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(c) A fee of Rs. 8 is payable 
for the Competency Certificate 
by a candidate applying for the 
competency certificate but who 
‚is exempted from sitting for the 
operator's examination. 


(d) For every duplicate copy 
of the competency certificate, a 
fee of Rs. 2 shall be paid. 


The amounts payable under 
(b), (c) and (d) above shall be 
remitted by means of a demand 
Draft on the State Bank of 
India, Madras, or by means of a 
>Crossed Postal Order in favour 
of the Government Board of 
Examiners for Cinema Opera- 
tors, Madras-2. 

Fees once paid shall not be 
refunded. 

6. Eligible for appearing for 
examination : (a) The candidate 
shall be the holder of a certifi- 
cate of having been declared 
successful in the VIII Standard 
(BS.L.C.) or III Form exami- 
nation unless he is exempted 
under rule 1. 


(b) The candidate shall have 
‘his name registered with the 
Board as an apprentice operator, 
as per the rules of such regis- 
tration. 

(c) (i) The candidate shall 
have, after registration of 
apprenticeship as in (b) above 
put in an apprenticeship or 
service for a period not less than 
one full year in a licensed 
cinema theatre, unless he is 
exempted under rule 12; or 

(ii) In case the candidate is 
the holder of a degree or diploma 
in Electrical Engineering of a 
University or a recognised Insti- 
tute he should have served as an 
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apprentice for not less than six 
months in a cinema theatre 
under the direct supervision of a 
Licensed Operator after regis- 
tration as in (b) above. 


7. Document and Instruments 
to be sent ulong with the Appli- 
cations: Every application for 
the examination or for the com- 
petency certificate shall be 
accompanied by the following :- 

(a) The application in the 
prescribed form shall be counter- 
signed by the licensee or Proprie- 
tor or Managing Director or 
Managing Partner or the Licensee 
of the Theatre where the candi- 
date had undergone apprentice- 
ship or service or practical train- 
ing, or by the Principal of the 
Government Central Polytechnic, 
Madras, or by a Gazetted Officer 
as the case may be. 


(b) The certificate in original 
testifying that the applicant has 
passed the VIII Standard (E.S. 
L.C ) or III Form Examination. 


(c) Three copies. of Photo- 
graphs (half card size) of the 
applicant, such photographs 
being attested by the Proprietor 
or Managing Director or Manag- 
ing Partuer or Licensee of the 
Theatre or the Principal, Govern- 
ment Central Polytechnic, 
Madras or a Gazetted Officer. 

(d) Conduct and service cer- 
tificates in the prescribed forms 
available with the Board duly 
signed by appropriate authorities 
as specified therein. 

(e) Bank draft for Rs. 8 
(Rupees eight only) obtained 
from the State.Bank of India or 
any of its branchss or crossed 
Postal Order for that amount in

favour of the Government Board 
of Ezaminers for Cinema Opera- 
tors, Madras. Remittances of 
the fees by Money Order, Tele- 
graphic Money Order, cash or 
any other method will not be 
accepted. 


(f) Apprenticeship registration 
certificate issued to the applicant 
by the Board. 


(g) Evidence or authority indi- 
cating the correctness of age of 
the applicant ; and 


(h) diploma issued by the 
Director of Industries and Com- 
merce in the case of the students 
of the Government Central Poly- 
technic, Madras. 


A candidate residing in the 
“Madras State desiring to appear 
for the examination shall apply 
in the prescribed form available 
with the Board duly filling in all 
the particulars required therein 
and send the same so as to reach 
the Secretary of the Government 
Board of Examiners on or before 
the date notified. 


8. Candidates from other 
States: In the case of candi- 
dates working in any state other 
than the Madras State or a cen- 
traly administered territory of 
the Indian Union applying for 
the examination conducted by 
the Board, he shall, in addition 
to complying with instructions 
in causes (a) to (h) of Rule 7 
shall also produce a certificate of 
apprenticeship for a period of 
two years in cinema theatres in 
the said State or area from a 
Gazetted Officer in that State 
Or area. ` 


9. Penalty for non-compliance 
of Rules: Am application not 
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accompanied by any one of the 
prescribed certificates or docu- 
ments as stated in ‚Rules 7 and 
8 shall be rejected. 


10. The application of candi- 
dates who are not qualified to 
apply orto sit for the exami- 
nation or of those who do not 
conform toe the rules of the 
examination can be rejected by 
the Board even though the fees 
have been paid and the fees shall 
be forfeited. 


ll. Applications received 
after the prescribed date or 
applications which are not 
correctly and completely filled in 
or in respect of which the pres- 
cribed certificates and documents 
are not received on or before 
that date and applications which 
do not otherwise fulfil the terms 
are liable to be rejected sum- 
marily. 


12. Exemptions :— 


Exemption No. 1 Army Per- 
sonnel; Ex-Army personnel 
who have served as first or 
second grade cinema operators 
or cinema projectionists in the 
Army and are desirous of 
appearing for the examination 
shall be exempted from under- 
going 3pprentkeship in a licen- 
sed theaire. But they shall con- 
form to and fulfil all the other 
conditions of the rules regarding 
examination and grant of com- 
petency certificate, 


Exemption No. 2. Students of 
Government Central Polytechnic : 
A 'student of the Government 
Central Polytechnic, Madras, 
having undergone the prescribed 
studies and training in the 
Cinema Operator's course in the 
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said’ Central Polytechnic and 
thereafter obtained the certificate 
of having passed the exami- 


nation conducted by the said 


Polytechnic shall be exempted 
from the examination conducted 
by the Board of Examiners for 
Cinema Operators. Such a 
candidate shäll be eligible to 
obtain the competency certlflcate 
issued by the Board and “the 
licence as per the rules, after 


registering himself with the 
Board and undergoing the 
apprenticeship or service or 


opractical training in a licensed 
cinema theatre for_a period of 
not less than six mon hs, 


Exemption No. 3. Such other 
candidates as may be exempted 
by the State Government subject 
to such conditions as may be 
specified. 


13. Candidates serving as 
Apprentices ia more than one 
Theatre: 18 the case of a 
candidate who has served asan 
apprentice during the period of 
one year of his apprenticeship in 
more than one theatre, the 
following procedure shall be 
adopted. | 


(i) The candidate who has 
registered with the Board should 
intimate to the Board the change 
of theatre, if any, during the 
period of his apprenticeship (i e) 
the date of his leaving one 
theatre and joining another 
theatre and the name and address 
of such theatres. 


(ii) Every notice of such 
change shall be accompanied by 
a letter of confirmation from the 
Proprietor or the licensee of a 
theatre where he has joined. 
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(iii) The candidate shall get a 
certificate testifying to the period 
of service from the proprietor 
or the licensee of the theatre at 
the time of leaving that theatre. : 


(iv) The candidates appli- 


'cation for appearing for the 


examination shall be accom- 
panied by certificates of service 
issued by the Proprietors or 
licensees of all the theatres where 
he has worked after registration. 

(v) The application should be 
signed by the last employer and 
need not be countersigned by 
the Proprietor of all the theatres 
where he has worked. 


14. Licensed Operators from 
other States in the Indian Union 
or Countries other than the Indian 
Union: In the case of a person 
who is a licensed operator in any 
State other than the Madras 
State in the Indian Union ora 
centrally administered territory 
of the Indian Union or in a 
country outside the Indian Union 
and who seeks to appear for the 
Examination condurted by this 
Board, pre-registration may be 
waived provided the candidate is 
able to produce a certificate 
issued by the Licensing Autho- 
rity or the Chief Electrical 
Inspector of the State, Territory 
or Country concerned to the 
effect that he has served as a 
licensed operator in a cinema 
taeatre in that State, territory or 
country for a period of not less 
than 3 years and provided also 
he statisfles all the other rules 
governing the examination con- 
ducted by this Board which he 
should pass.

Issue of No objection certificate : 


Hon’ble Mr. Justice Balakrishna 
Ayyar of the Madras High Court 
disposed of a writ petition on Ist 
April, 1958 in a dispute between 
V. Dakshinamurthi Mudaliar 
(Petitioner) Vs. S. Krishnaswami 
Mudaliar, the Collector of North 
Arcot, Vellore, & the Board of 
Revenue, Madras (respondents). 


The first respondent applied to 
the Collector of North Arcot for 
the issue of a No objection 
certificate in respect of Survey 
No 142 in Kannamangalam 
Village. On 30-4-1957 the peti- 
tioner applied for a similar No 


objection certificate in respect of ` 


Paimash No. 1733 of Kolathur 
Village. On 5-6-1957 the Collec- 
tor passed an order rejecting the 
application of the fiirst respon- 
dent. On 25-7-1957 the Collec- 
tor passed another order granting 
a No objection certificate to the 
petitioner. Following this up 
the petitioner applied to the 
Collector on 13-8-1957 for the 
issue to him of a ‘C’ Form 
certificate. It is only after 
obtaining such a certificate that 
anybody can run a touring 
cinema. 


Against the order of the 
Collector refusing to give him a 
No objection certificate the first 
respondent appealed to the 
Board of Revenue. The Board 
issued a notice to the petitioner 
intimating to him that the first 
respondent had appealed. 


On 1-11-1957 the Board allow- 
ed the appeal which the first 


respondent had filed and directed 
that a No objection certificate 
be issud to him. Butthe Board 
did not cancel the No objection 
certificate that the Collector had 
issued in favour of the petitioner. 


On 10-12-1957 the Collector 
passed two orders, one rejecting 
the application of the petitioner 
for the grant of a ‘C’ certificate 
and the other granting a No 
objection certificate to the first 
respondent. The petitioner 
appealed to the Board of 
Revenue against the order of the 
Collector refusing to give him 
the “C' certificate. The Board 
dismissed that appeal. The 
present petition has been filed 
for the issue of a appropriate 
writ to quash the order of the 
Collector dated 10-12-1957 refus- 
ing to grant a ‘C’ certificate to 
the petitioner and also the order 
of the Board of Revenue confirm- 
ing the order of the Collector. 


The only reason which the 
Collector gave for rejecting the 
application of the petitioner was 
this: the site on which the 
petitioner proposed to exhibit 
the cinema was within four 
furlongs from the site in respect 

of which a No objection certifi- 
cate was being issued to the first > 
respondent. 


Now, that is not really a 
proper reason for dismissing the 
application of the petitioner. 
The position to-day is that there 


. are two persons, both of whom 


hold valid “No objection” 
certificates. Therefore, t he 
Collector has to make a choice 
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between these two persons and 
give a “C' form certificate to the 
person who, taking into account 
the considerations set out in Sec. 
5 of Madras Act IK of 1955, is 
in his judgment the more suitable 
person. In other words. the 
Collector must keep in mind the 
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directions given to him in the 
statute and try to find out who 
the more suitable person is and 
issue the certificate to him. This 
writ petition is allowed ard the 
Collector is directed to dispose 
of the matter afresh. There 
will be no order as to costs.

Mr. Ramakrishna Rao’s Visit to Japan 


Mr. P. S. Ramakrishna Rao, 
Hony. Secretary, SIF.C.C. who 
had returned after a successful 
tour of Japan, gave his impres- 
sions of that country, ata plea- 
sant reception held in his honour 
by Mr. A L. Srinivasan and Mr. 
B.R. Pantulu at Bharani Studios, 
Madras on 14th June 1958. 

In the course of the talk, Mr. 
Ramakrishna Rao described his 
“visit to Phillipines, Singapore, 
Hongong and Bangonk besides 
the important cities of Japan. 


Speaking of the film trade in 
Japan, he said : 

Japan produces 600 pictures 
per year apart from 400 pictures 
Which they import from outside 
Their studios are all similar like 
our studios There are four 
siudios in Tokyo and one studio 
in Kyoto. There are very few 
independent producers. All oc 
them produce pictures in colla- 
boration with some studio. Every 
studi» has eight or morestages 
All the stages do have got cement 
flooring They: always build the 
sets on platforms and the sets 
are built with paper, plywood, 
and dealwood. Each studio 
employs a'least 10:0 people. 
They are well disciplined and 
conscious of their duties. They 
rarely pay extra wages, because 
the workers are made responsi- 
ble for the work they are 
assigned. There are no trade 
unions Each department works 
from 8 a.m. to 5p.m. After 
5 p.m. there won't be anybody 
inside the compouud of the 


studio. Every man values his 
labour very dignifiedly. No 
man complains about the burden 
of work. There are no producer- 
directors. A Director never 
tries to be a Producer because 
he cannot exist independently 
and he is always satisfied that his 
work is valued more than mere 
monetery considerations I met 
several Directors and workers. 
They have not expressed any 
discontent in their careers. They 
work very cheerful and I have 
always seen people working with 
a smile and earnestness. 


The equipments used in their 
Studios are mainly American and 
of their own makes. Excepting 
cameras and sound equipments 
and colour film ıhey do not 
import anything else. They manu- 
facture their own lights, booms 
projectors lenses and chemi- 
cals They have «n extreme 
talent to copy anything immedi- 
ately which would look and 
function much better than the 
original No studio depends 
upon the Government Electri- 
city. They manufacture their 
own electric power The voltage 
of the current ري‎ the, 
country is 110. 


As regards artistes there is no 
problem for them since there is no 
dearth for talented artistes Ali 
artistes are permanent employees 
of some studios or the other, 
with exclusive contracts for some 
years. There are no free lans- 
ing Artistes or Directors or 
Technicians or Make-up men. 
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All the studios employ only lady 
Make-up Artistes and Lady 
costumes designers. 


In Japan there are 3,000 thea- 
tres—no temporary sheds. Every 
man understands the necessity 
of entertainment. 
alone, there are nearly 600 thea- 
tres of all variety and out of 
Which there are 
cinema theatres Almost all 
the theatres are always full 
Especially the Cinema Theatre 
always runs with full house. 
Cinerama is a wonder in the cine 
entertainment. They are showing 
the picture “Seven Wonders of 
the world" for the past one year 
in a theatre. All the theatres can- 
not have the Cinerama pictures. 
It needs special designing of the 
theatre equipment, Screen and 
Proseneium. : 


Amongst other things, Mr. 
Ramakrishna Rao mentioned 
about the progress made by 
Japan in various aspects, such 
as care of children, cultivation, 
entertainments, tourism etc.
